Before his departure for the West 
Indies Admiral Gherardi recetved full in- 
structions from Secretary Blaine as to the 
course he should pursueinthe matter. He

This was due primarily to his familiarity, with 
the subject but particularly because of a 
lack of confidence in the ability of Minister 
Douglass. It has been intimated, that Ad- 
miral Gherardi was interfering with the 
negotiations of the Minister in this matter, 
but it should also be stated that he is not ex- 
ceeding his instruction given aim dy his 
superior officers in aghington. The 
inability of Minister Douglass’ to speak the 
French language and the fact that he is 
largely at the mercy of his secretary (who 
was the Minister at the t under a 
former administration and who falled in 
this affair before) are thought to be 
the principal reasons for transferring the 
negotiations to Rear Admiral Gherardi, 
But from all accounts his efforts 
have not yet been productive of any satis- 
factory results. The quid proquo demanded 
by the Haytien Government for Mole St. 
Nicholas is greater than the instructions to 
Rear Admiral Gherardi will permit him to 
accept. Hayti, in short, wants the United 
States to assume a protectorate over the 
land. This the Admiral cannot agree to, 
and a further correspondence with the State 
Department must follow before any conclu- 
sion is reached.

MURPHY’'S TOUR. 


THE sr. LOUIS STREET COMMISSIONER AT THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 27.—Street Com- 
missioner Murphy of St. Louis, who Is visiting 
some of the Eastern cities with the view of 
obtaining new facts and statistics for his 
forthcoming annual report, returned from 
Philadelphia this morning. His examina- 
tion of the streets of Washington has been 
thorough and complete and their condition 
and the care bestowed on them has excited 
his admiration. He claims that St. Louis has 
more paved streets and driveways than any 
other city inthe Union. He has seen nothing 
during his present official tour 
to convince him that any other streets any- 
where are better constructed or kept cleaner 
than those of St. Louis. During his stay in 
Washington he has been congratulated on all 
sides by the Federal and Municipal officials 
upon the splendid work of his department on 
the occasion of Gen. Sherman’s funeral. It 
is on record here in the office of Gen. Schofield 
that the route over which the funeral cortege 
passed was seven and one-third miles, 
a longer distance than was ever traversed by 
any military funeral in the United States.The 
splendid condition of the streets from the 
center of the city to Calvary Cemetery was a 
surprise to the officials who participated in 
the funeral obsequies. Commissioner Mur- 
phy will go to Columbus, O., to-day and will 
be home on Monday morning.

CARRIED AWAY $2,000,000, 


Outcome of the Attempt to Settle the 
Estate of Banker Bowen. 


CHICAGO, III., March 27.—A special dispatch 
from Delphi, Ind., says: A little over one 
year ago Abner H. Bowen died at his home in 
this city leaving a fortune mostly in personal 
property of $5,000,000. He had scarcely been 
buried when the officials of this county moved 
on his estate tocollect back taxes on prop- 
erty that had been hidden fromthe asses- 
sors, and the series of rows it raised would 
All a large book. The elder Bowen, although 
possessed of millions, listed for taxes only 
a few thousands, but so great was his power 
that no man made a move during his life time 
to compel him to pay taxes on all the prop- 
erty he owned. The Bowen heirs failed to 
agree among themselves upon an adminis- 
trator andthe court appointed the County 
Treasurer under the statute to act in that 
capacity, The heirs fought his appointment 
as being inimical tothe interests of the estate 
and tookthe matter to the Supreme Court, 
but the higher court decided against them. 

The heirs kept up the fight until Wednesday 
when the attorneys for the county filed a 
statement with the auditor asking that per- 
sonal property tothe value ofover $2,000,000 
be placed upon the tax duplicate against the 
estate of Abner H. Bowen. This demoralized 
them. They secretly commenced to pack up 
their possessions. Trunks, valises, satchels 
and boxes were brought into requisition and 
in them were stored notes, mortgages. bonds 
and stocks. With these in their possession 
the heirs departed on the midnight train and 
the widow is now in Urbana, Ill. Edward 
Bowen isin Chicago and A. T. Bowen and 
Etta Bowen are on their way to Philadelphia. 
All have given up their residence in Indiana, 
except Nathaniel Bowen, whoretains the 
estate. 

It is estimated that the value of the proper- 
ty carried away is in the neighborhood of §2,- 
000,000. When the announcement of the re- 
treat of the heirs was made yesterday no one 
appeared more surprised thantheir attor- 
neys, who declare that they are non-resi- 
dents. The bank in this city, owned and 
operated by the family, is in the hands of an 
assistant cashier and is meeting all obliga- 
tions, many depositors having withdrawn 
It is anticipated that when the 
news is generally circulated inthe country a 
run will be made upon the Institution.

An Officer’s Story of the Loss of the 


Steamer Strathairly and the Attempts

AUSTIN, Fa., March F. — Three lives were 
ost at a boarding house fire here this morn- 
ing, the victims be Ligzie McGarick, a 
domestic; Jack M hy,a boarder, and a 
transient lodger, who was not registered and 
whose name is not known. The 
fire started some time during the night 
and had made big headway before it 
was discovered. The house is known as the 
Commercial Hoteland was well filled with 
guests and helpatthetime. The greatest ex- 
citement prevailed and for a time it was 
thought that a dozen or more people had lost 
their lives, but all of the missing after- 
wards turned up except the three 
above. The boarders who 
escaped lost their trunks and all their 
clothing except what they had on or could 
snatch up as they hurried out of their rooms. 
The building was almost entirely destroyed, 
causing a loss of 88,000. The adjoining prop- 
erty was also considerably damaged. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery. 


STEPPED ON A PARLOR MATCH. 

NEw Tonk, March 27.—Mrs.0. Orickson,who 
lives in the tenement, No. 30, Fourth place, 
Brooklyn, stepped on a parlor match upon 
the floor this morning and, as a result, she is 
now in the Seney Hospital at the point of 
death. As soon as thé match the 
fame ignited her skirts and in an instant she 
was a mass of flames. The unfortunate wom- 
an ran screaming in the hall where a strong 
draught was blowing. Before assistance 
could reach her, her clothing was nearly 
burned from her body. Ambulance Surgeon 
DeForest came in response toacall. He 
found the woman was horribly burned from 
head to foot. The explosionof the match 
set fire to the furniture.* The flames, how- 
ever, were extinguished before much dam- 
age was done. 


A DISASTROUS FIRE. 
REAMSVILLE, Ontario, March 27, la. m.— 
What promises to be a disastrous fire is rag- 
ing here. The extensive saw mill, planing 
mill, foundry and agricultural implements 
works belonging to C. Russ, Son &Co., are 
almost completely consumed, and other sur- 
rounding buildings are threatened. Much 
lumber and stock go with the bulldings.

LOSS OF THE STRAITHAYRLY, .. - 


THE STORY TOLD BY THE OFFICER OF THE 
LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

NorRFOLK, Va., March 2?7.—The following 
graphic story of the loss of the 
Strathairly is told by Lieut. 
Falling of the life-saving service who 
was at the scene. As soon as the Strathairly 
struck, the Captain, engineer and chief om 
cer took refuge aft, but the second or third sea 
that rushed over the steamer carried them 
away. Other members of thecrew took to 
the forward rigging. All day efforts were 
made to get a line to the wreck, but falled. 
About 6 p. m., the men realizing that their 
only chance for life was to jump overboard 
prepared for the struggle. It was a thrilling 
scene on that barren coast. 
On the sands were 100 fisher- 
folks and the members of two life-saving 
crews. Clinging to the wreck were seventeen 
men. Each one could be seen divesting him- 
self of wearing arparel—they were preparing 
to fight with death. Soon the naked figures 
stood up—naked save for the life belt. They 
hesitated a minute, then at a signal jumped 
into the bolling waters. A hundred men on 
shore rushed into the surf as far as they dared 
and met th@oncoming waves that were bur- 
dened with human freight. It Was all over 
in a minute or two. Each life saver caught a 
hand, a leg or a tuft ‘of hair and struggled 
with his freight to the beach. Seventeen 
bodies were laid on the sands. 

The terrible under-tow had crushed the 
life out of eleven, but six were saved and 
cared for by the fisher folk. The survivors 
are being cared for at Elizabeth City, which 
place they reached yesterday afternoon, and 
from where, after recovery, they wili be 
sent home. 

The reason assigned by the survivors for 
the wreck was thick weather and inability to 
take observations. The men saved are thor- 
oughly exhausted from exposure and are 
unable to travel and are in a bad condition. 
The men will arrive in Elizabeth Oity Satur- 
day 


The vessel struck at 4:40 Tuesday morning, 


and before daylight had gone to pieces. The 
captain and navigator had been on the bridge 
for three daysand nights, and being unable 
to get an observation recorded himself at 
Bodie’s Island.

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TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


The Defense in the Fitts Case Unnerved 
by Mary Becker’s Story. 


LAWYER M’DONALD MAKES ASSAULTS 
ON THE STATE’S WITNESSES. 


His Cross-Examination of Dr. Brokaw 
Pronounced Indecent and Unprofes- 
sional by Gow. Johnson—He Accuses 
the Police of Goercing Mary Becker— 
Dr. Lutz Takes the Stand To-Day. 


The preliminary hearing of George W. 
Dashman and Midwife Louise Hotson in the 
Court of Criminal Correction developed a 
sensation on its first day of actual progress. 
It now has every prospect of hecoming one 
of the most notable_criminal cases in local 
annals and of closing with the responsibility 
for the death of poor Laura Fitts thoroughly 
fixed upon the guilty parties. 

The sensation developed at the opening of 


the hearing yesterday was the 8 of 
the witness Mary Becker. She

ling story, supplying the one missing link in 
the evidence proving the guilt of Dashman 
and Mrs. Hotson,was published in full in yes- 
terday’safternoon Post-D1sPaToH, It is the 
most important development in the whole 
case since its beginning and effectually Gispels 
the mystery surrounding the whereabou f 
Laura Fitts on the night of Wednesday, J 

28, and the identity of the people responsibie 
for and performing the crimingl operation 
resulting in her death. 

It shows that Laura Fitts spent that night 
at Midwife Hotson’s establishment, that she 
had been expected there, that the operation 
Was performed there, that George W. Dash - 
man took her there, that Midwife Hotson 
went home ‘with the poor girl on 
the day following, that Katie Hot- 
son destroyed the evidence of the 
operation, and that the rug for which 
George W. Dashman paid the firm of Mac- 
Donald Baps. was given by him to Midwife 
Hotson in payment for her services. As 
has been the case throughout the entire in- 
vestigation of the black mystery surround- 
ing Laura Fitts’ death, the Posr-Disraron 
was the first to make public this new and 
startling development. 

In addition to that thrilling feature of yes- 
terday’s proceedings, the bearing was 
marked by another sensational occurrence. 
Hopeless of shiélding his client from detec- 
tion and punishment by ordinary methods, 
Lawyer Marshall McDonald, in open court, 
charged a reputable physician with being the 
cause of Laura Fitts’ death. The physician in 
question was then on the witness stand doing 
all in his power to assist justice in solving 
the Fitts mystery. The attack 
was entirely unprovoked, and was 
in line with the tactics that McDonald 
has apparently adopted as a criminal law- 
yer, and which were an unpleasant feature of 
the Vail trial. 

His assault on Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw yester- 
day was deflounced in court by Gov. Johnson, 
the op g cou , as indecent and unpro- 
fessional, and Judge ‘Claiborne cautioned Mr.

The witness testified that he had * 
called in to perform the operation by hi 
father, Dr. F. V. L. Brokaw. He had first 
seen Laura Fitts on Friday, Jan. 30, and 
found that she was suffering from peritonitis. 
It had not been intended to operate upon her 
before the following week, but on Saturday 
night her condition was such that his father 
had summoned him from a meeting 
of the Medical Society and he 
performed the operation at Ii o’clock Satur- 
day night. He found the girl In an extremely 
precarious condition and the operation was 
imperative to save her life. Several other 
physicians witnessed the operation. A sec- 
ond operation was found necessary the next 
morning, and the patient died atéa.m. on 
Monday.

MARY BECKER’S TESTIMONY.

A MURDER MYSTERY. 
DEAD BODY OF A WOMAN FOUND NEAR CAM- 
DEN, N. J. 

CAMDEN, N. J., March 27.—In a clumpof 
trees near Eighteenth and Federal streets, 
the dead body of a Nellie Ryan, a woman 
about 40 years of age, was discovered early 
this morning by Peter Myer, who was on his 
way to work, and the appearance of the 
woman led tothe belief that she had been 
knocked down, outraged and left dead. 
Coroner Jeffers drove immediately to the 
scene of the supposed murder. At the scene 
the body of the dead woman could only be 
reached by the Coroner forcing himself 
through a crowd of men and women who had 
gathered around the body. The woman laid 
on her back and on her left cheek was a 
bruise, which evidently had been recent- 
ly made, while her forehead was much 
discolored.

THE WORK OF MOBS. 


REWARD OFFERED FOR THE ARREST OF KAN- 
SAS WHITE CAPS. 

TOPEKA, Kan., March 27.—Gov. Humphrey 
has offered a reward of $200 for the arrest and 
conviction of each of the murderers of 
Thos. Duncan, a settler living ina Cheyenne 
County dug-out. The murder was committed 
March 16, but the letter of the Prosecuting 
Attorney tothe Governor gave the first de- 
tails and confirmed the many stories of White 
Cap outrages, which have recently game 
from the extreme northwestern part the 

State. 

For some weeks past there have been ru- 
mors in Topeka of white-cap punishments in 
the sparsely settled outlying counties of the 
State, but they have tacked official confirma- 
tion and no further attention was paid them. 
According to the present attorney’s letter, 
Duncan was accused of pilfering grain in 
small quantities from his neighbors in order 
o get a sufficient amount of seed to plant his 
spring crops. Two days before the killing 
occurred one of the neighbors positively 
identified Duncan as he was making 
his way from a grain bin. The neighbors 
were informed and about 8 o’clock on 
the evening of the i6éth of March about 
twenty men with white-cap masks rode up to 
Duncan’s house and were met at the door by 
his wife. The victim had heard them coming 
and had crawled into a storage-room leading 
from his seed-house. The white caps started 
to raise the house and Duncan announced 
that he would come out. He started to go 
into his yard, when fire was opened on him. 
One bullet piercea his heartand another his 
right side. The men rode off, leaving their 
victim lying across the threshold of his own 
house. 


WHIPPED OUT OF TOWN. 

CENTRALIA, Mo., March 27.—John Brown 
from Hullsville, Boone County, located here 
Ssome time ago. Yesterday he was whipped 
out of the corporation limits and warned not 
to return under penalty of lynching.

The partners fell 
out and the firm was dissolved. Noonan was 
elected Mayor, and one of the partners was 
made his Private Secretary. 

A JEALOUS PARTNER, 

He had been in office but a short while when 
the other partner demanded the removal of 
the Private Secretary. In the disreputable 
sheet which he printed he charged the Pri- 
vate Secretary with forgery, bribery 
and a vast quantity of similar offenses. 
Noonan stood by his friend for some time, 
but one day he met John O’Neltl down town 
and O’ Neil informed him that the fight which 
was being made on the Private Secretary was 
more seriousthan he supposed.

Without any investigation the private sec- 
retary was dismissed under charges and Jim 
Brennan was appointed. At the conference 
held at Nagle's saloon, which lasted from 
early in the evening until after midnight, 
Brennan was suggested, accepted as satis- 
factory by the editor and he was appointed. 

} WHAT BRENNAN HAS DONE. 

Brennan went into the office and began 
drawing a salary of $2,500a year. He is no- 
toriously incompetent, and he has not at- 
tempted todo any of the work.

The 
Mayor pays her in addition a similar sum out 
ofthe contingent fund.

Bren- 
nan draws the salary, but all that he does is 
to steer politicians into the Mayor’s office and 
keep out those whom the Mayor does not 
wish tosee.

‘His whole time is de- 
voted to politics and like Tim Scully, another 
relative, he draws a salary to do political 
work. The heads of departments complain 
that Brennancomes to them with instruc- 
tions from the Mayor as to whom to appoint 
to the places and one of them says that he has 
proof that Brennan often says the Mayor 
wants certain men appointed when 
the Mayor knows nothing about 
it. Yet this was Noonan’s first 
choice for Street Commissioner and this is 
the man to whom he has promised the place 
of Commissioner of Supplies, witha salary of 
$3,500.

STATE LEGISLATION, 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE NEBRASKA GENERAL A8B- 
SEMBLY. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 27.—The Senate yes- 
terday passed the bill appropriating 880, 000 
for the Nebraska exhibit at the Worid’s Fair 
and indefinitely postponed the House bill ap- 
propriating $10,000 for the relief of the drouth 
sufferers. The House bill providing that rall- 
roads establish stations wherever demanded 
was also postponed ,and the bill providing for 
free text books was But little 
was done in the House, the only 
event of the day being a quarrel 
between W. F. Wright, who was the Alliance 
candidate for Commissioner of Public Lands 
and Buildings, and Church Howe, member 
from Nemeha, which would have ended in a 
rough-and-tumble fight had they not been 
separated. Wright blamed Howe for causing 
a bill of his for $3,000 for personal expenses in 
his contest to be cut down by the House. The 
bill authorizing school boards to purchase 
flags to float over school-houses during 
school hours was passed, as were those sub- 
jecting express companies to the contral of 
the State Board of Transportation; providing 
for a police matron in cities of 16,000 inhab- 
itants, and appropriating $4,000 for the sup- 
port of the State militia. 

THE MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE. 

St. PAUL, Minn., March 27.—Eighty-two 
new bills were introduced in the House yes- 
terday, owing to to-day being the last for the 
introduction of new measures. Two were re- 
lating to foreign insurance companies, the 
first requiring life insurance companies to 
make an investment in Minnesota lands or 
securities of 2 per cent of the companies’ in- 
surance in force in the State, the second re- 
quiring a deposit of $200,000.

A GOOD FRIDAY DIVORCE DOCKET IN THE 
CIRCUIT COURT. 


Methods of Specialists in Divorce as They 
Have Recently Appeared in St. Louis— 
Stories That are Pathetic and Stories 
of Plain Misery—Judge Fisher’s De- 
crees of Banishment to Husbands. 


The only courts at work at the Court-house 
to-day were the Probate and the Divison No. 
Z ot the Circuit, In the latter the default 
docket was called and Judge Fisher heard 
the stories ofa number of matrimonial mis- 
fits. In most of these cases desertion was the 
ground on which divorce was sought. De- 
sertion has become exceedingly 
popular with the attorneys who 
do a large business in this branch of the law, 


and there are specialists of that sort in St. 
Louls. There are few contested cases now- 
adays, as when desertion is alleged the de- 
fendant is actually or forthe purposes of the 
case gone beyond the reach of the sheriff, is 
served by publication, which is no service at 
all, and makes no answer to the suit. 

The following are the stories as they were 
told: . 

HE BECAMBD A DRUNKARD. 

Sallie Doolittle and Charles Doolittle were 
married Oct. 2, 1885, In Alton, III., and sepa- 
rated Jan. 1, 1890. She told the court that 
Charles became a drunkard and she was 
forced to go to the home of her parents. 
Where Charles went to she could not say. She 
got a decree. 

NOT AN ATTRACTIVE STORY. 

Carrie M. Swain and Robert D. Swain and 
Robert D. Swain were married Nov. 3, 1883, 
and lived together until July, 1887. In that 
time she charges Robert was continually and 
habitually under the influence of liquor, 
associated with low, depraved and vicious 
men and women, and frequented disreputable 
places. He frequently struck her, and in 
October, 1887, Geserted her and is now in New 
York. She asked the custody of their only 
child. The plaintiff, her fatber, D. C. Cole- 
man, her brother and a friend told the story 
of her married life to the court. It was not 
an attractive narrative and was amply suf- 
ficient to justify the decree, which Was 


granted. 
SHE SAW AS SHE WORKED. 

Nettie Gassman and Albert Gassman were 
married June 13,1881, and on May 2, 1888, 
Albert deserted his wife and two children. 
Mrs. Gassman asked the custody of the chil- 
dren, They were living at 1236 Clark avenue 
when Albert went away, and Mrs. 
Gassman had been employed in a Jef- 
ferson avenue laundry, operating a ma- 
chine. She was then ill and unable to 
work. Grassman did no work, and when she 
could not supply him with money he left. 
She took her children to the Orphans’ Home 
at Webster, and had a position there herself 
tor some time. Thechildren are still there. 
Grassman wanted to live with her again after 
they had been parted for a year, 
but she refused. A baby born three 
months after his desertion died, the 
mother told the court. Her whole story 
was very pathetic. ‘‘During the last years 
we lived together, she said, I could pic- 
ture him through the day as I would find him 
on returning from work. I could see him 
lying on the bed in a drunken stupor and in 
this I was never deceived.’’ She got a de- 
cree and the custody of the children. 

WENT AWAY WITH JOE. 

Russell D. Baberand Minnie F. Baber were 
married Sept. 28, 1886, and separated Feb. 5, 
1889, when Minnie deserted. Mr. Baberisa 
bilihanger. He told the story of Minnie’s de- 
sertion to the court. ‘‘I went home one after- 
noon about 4o0’clock,’’ he said, and found 
no one there. A woman who lived next door 
told me she had gone off with Joe Devlin. She 
had taken with her all ber clothes and had 
sold the furniture. I met her some time after 
and asked her if she was living with Devlin, 
and she admitted she was. Devlin ad- 
mitted to me in a saloon that they were liv- 
ing together. He gota divarce. 

CALLED HIM A VAGRANT. 

Jessie Dreiling and Henry J. Dreiling were 
married March 16, 1887, and lived together 
until Oct. $1, 1890. Mrs. Dreiling said her hus- 
pand is a vagrant, as, being an able-bodied 
man, he has failed, neglected and refused to 
support his wife and child, She asked the 
custody of their one child. Her hus- 
band is now a clothing salesman. 
He formerly sold cigarson eommission and 
earned from $12 to $50 per week. Little of this 
was brought home, however. Mrs. Drelling 
supported herself and child fora leng time 
before the separation. This latter event was 
brought about by a physician’s discovery. 
Dreiling wrote a letter to the physician exon- 
erating his wife and the letter was read in 
evidence. Mrs. Drelling was given a decree 
with the custody of the child, and an allow- 
ance for its maintenance, 

DIDN’T GET $10,000. 
Lillian Mathews and Wm. Mathews were

This 
amounts to desertion. 

Phillipina Plumer was married to Henry M. 
Plumer in October, 1888, and lived with him 


until Dec. 10. 1889. She left him then because 


he frequently came home in a state of intom - 
cation and beat her, and because he failed to 
provide for her. 

Louise Svoboda and Frank Svoboda were 
married in St. Louis, Aug. 22, 1886. How long 


i they lived together the petition does not 


state. She charges that he called her an un- 
chaste woman in the presence of her chil- 
dren, beat her and often threatened to kill 
her.

Charles Richardson, a i7-year-old colored 
boy, was arrested yesterday afternoon by 
Detectives Harrington and Walsh of the 
Fifth District for complicity in the theft 
of a quantity of clothing, several 
pigeons and a game chicken from the yard of 
Charles Somers, 2635 Olive street.

HOW GOOD FRIDAY WAS OBSERVED BY 
CHRISTIANS IN sr. LOUIS. 


- 


The Methodists Extending Their Church 
Work—Meeting of the Ministers’ Alli- 
anoe— Easter Programmes—Reception 
to Dr. Bartholomew— Religious News. 


This day, Good Friday, was observed by 
all Christians with marked reverence, and 
the observance extended to the busy work-a- 
Gay World where business was postponed, to 
some extent, as the custom has been here- 
tofore. The Merchants’ Exchange was 
closed for the day, and in many churches 
services were held, while m all the Roman 
Catholic churches of the city and the world, 
the day was given up almost wholly to devo- 
tion. It was religiously kept in commemora- 
tion of that day when Jesus Christ, almost 
2,000 years ago, died upon the cross 
on Calvary. Preparation for the Services to 
be held on this day in the Catholic church are 
made the day previous, andthe oils for the 
sick, oil of the Holy Chrism and oil of Cathe- 
cumens are bliessed with great solemnity by 
the Bishop or Archbishop. At the mass on 
Maundy, or Holy Thursday, two hosts 
are consecratead, one of which is 
reserved for @ood Friday, when 
the complete mass is never celebrated and 
where no hosts are elevated. At the ‘‘Gloria 
in Excelsis’’ during the mass Thursday 
morning, a bell is rung and from that mo- 
ment until the celebration of mass no bell is 
rung in the church. After the mass the 
Blessed Sacrament is carried in pro- 
cession to a place in the church 
prepared for its reception, richly 
decorated as a rule with flowers and lighted 
with many candles, there to remain until 
mass is celebrated the following morning. 
Before the mass a service of prayer is chanted 
by the priests and choir anda prayer offered 
up for the church, for the conversion of souls, 
preservation of the Pontiff and all the peo- 
ple of God, for the strength 
to resist vil ; for the sick 
and afflicted; the heretics and infidels. 
At the conclusion of this lengthy prayer, the 
cross, which has been covered with purple 
since the mass of Thursday morning, is un- 
covered and the adoration of the cross be- 
gins. The crucifix is first kissed by the 
officiating priest and then by the laiety on 
bended knees at the altar rail. Towards the 
end ot the adoration the candles 
on the altar are lighted and the 
priests goin procession to bring back the 
Blessed Sacrament and having place it 
on the altar, the officiating priest performs 
the mass. The altar is then stripped bare and 
a short vespersis sung. The altar remains 
bare of all decorations and fixtures and in the 
absence of the Blessed Sacrament the crucifix 
is exposed forthe day. In the evening the 
passion, beginning at the Garden of Geth- 
semane and ending with the death on the 
cross, is read. To-morrow morninga fire 
of coals will be blessed at the entrance of the 
Catholic churches, also the incense used in 
the services. The font of water is blessed 
and the water is made holy dy 
the priest with the blessed olls 
andthe dipping ofthe Paschal candle. 


: a For Church Extension. 


At St. John’s Methodist Episcopal Church 
South next Monday evening there will be an 
important meeting of the official members of 
the church to act upon matters of import- 
ance in extending church work in various 
ways. Down-town missions are to be consid- 
ered, and the erection of a new building for 
Marvin Chapel will also be advocated. The 
members of the chapel are net able to build 
for themselves and will ask the churches gen- 
erally to contribute. 

The other important question is to advocate 
the opening of Sunday-schools for poor 
children in the down-town districts, 
such as the one to be instituted by 
Rev. Dr. B. Caradine near the French 
Market. By a recent census, which has been 
spoken of lately upon numerous occasions 
from the pulpit, there are fully 42,000 children 
in St. Louis who never go to Sunday-school. 
It is this class which the ministers destre to 
benefit by furnishing bright and cheery rooms 
for their es Al accommodation. Dr. Car- 
adine’s success in securing subscriptions 
for his project has awakened a general desire 
to work amongst the poorer classes in the 
crowded parts of the city. The Second Bap- 
tist Church has a mission Sunday-school at 
Broadway and Poplar street, but the desire 
now seems to be to attract as many children 
as possible. It is likely that several new Sun- 
day-schools will be established down town in 
the near future. 


Ministerial Alliance. 

At the meeting of the Ministerial Alliance 
at Bowman Hall, Fifteenth and Lucas place, 
next Monday, it is expected that a committee 
of 100, to enforce the Sunday observance law, 
will be appointed. The long delay in making 
the appointments remains unexplained, but 
it has been put off from time to time. The com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose of selecting 
the 100 have found it a difficult matter to se- 
cure the services of the representative bust - 
ness men desired. But the list, it is now 
thought, will be ready for presentation to 
Monday’s meeting. , 

Rev. J. G. White, the anti-Catholic lecturer 
now inthe city, will, it is asserted, appear 
before the Alliance and ask for endorsement, 
which he will most probably receive.

GETTING OUT OF REACH, 


BEEF AND PORK RAPIDLY ADVANCING 
IN PRICE. | 


The Highest Rates in Nine Years and the 
Market Still Rising—Caused by the Law 
of Supply and Demand—A Butcher and 
Stockman Give Their Views. 


Through the lenten fast has been kept by a 
great number of people in this country for 
the past forty days, beef and pork have ad- 
vanced in price to consumers from 2 tos cents 
a pound, anda still further advance is ex- 
pected next week when jhe thousands who 
have abstained-from flesh for more than a 
month will return to it as a diet 
and increase the demand. Butchers and 
cattlemen claim that the days of 
cheap meat are gone and that the 
low prices which have prevailed for the past 
five or six years will not be seen again for 
many years, if ever. The high prices at 
which beef and pork are now selling are said 
to have been brought about by the governing 
power of supply and demand. 

William Schaffer, a butcher, who has been 
in the business for twenty years, and who 
has advanced the priceson his meats with 
the other members of his trade, offers an ex- 
planation for the increase. 

A BUTCHER EXPLAINS. 

„It is due to the lawof supply and de- 
mand, he sad. From 1880 to 1882 beef was 
selling at from $8 to $9 per 100 pounds on the 
hoof, the highest Ihave ever seen it. There 
was big ey im the business for cattle- 
raisers and the great fortunes made by these 
men atthe time caused many others to be- 
come cattle-growers. We all remember the 
rush for the West from five to seven years 
ago, when every young man was ad- 
vised to go West and start a ranch. The 
English capitalists came over about that time 
and began buying up the Western prairies 
and I believe that was almost their first in- 
troduction to the resources of this country. 
Ranches were stocked handsomely and pro- 
duced immense quantities of meat. After the 
first year, or in 1883, the prices began to 
decline. The beef from these new 
ranches was beginningto come in and the 
supply being increased, the prices decreased 
correspondingly. . From that time on the 
market has been on a decline. Last year I 
bought beef at A per100 pounds on the hoof. 
I bought hogs at $3.40 per 100 pounds. It 
does not cost much to raise cattle 
on a ranch, but there isa loss 
dred pounds when it is sold for $4.

~ MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

The machinery of popular self-govern- 
ment works fairly well in reflecting the 
intelligence and executing the will of the 
people in Federal and State legislation and 
in all the minor municipalities of the 
country. Its occasional failures there are 
quickly corrected. Why is the failure of 
the same machinery of political organiza- 
tion in the government of our larger cities 
so conspicuous and continuous as to con- 
stitute the rule rather than the exception? 
Does it not show that the instrument 
adapted so well to the work in the one case 
is wholly unfit for the work to be done in 
the other? 

The worst scandals that blur the records 
of our great political parties spring from

their connection with the control of city | 


affairs. The chief blot upon the capacity 
of our people for self-government is found 
in the same connection. 
principal cities are more corruptly and ex- 
pensively governed than those of England 
or Europe is a standing reproach, the 
foundation of a number of proposed reme- 
dies assuming a corruption or incapacity 
on the part of city voters that can be cor- 
rected only by limiting the suffrage and 
abridging the domain of local self-govern- 
ment. 

But these municipal corruptions and 
shortcomings areinvariably and notorious- 
ly the result of oligarchic rather than of 
democratic methods. The obvious cause is 
boss rule, established through a perverted 
application of Federal party organizations 
to a kind of government which is out of 
their line and which they treat merely as a 
field of operktion for their small foraging 
parties. 

In assuming that they can without ques- 
tion or additional platform restriction, 
trustarich city government to the same 
party they trustin Federal and State af- 
fairs, city voters unguardedly surrender 
their city to the spoilsmen of both parties, 
who nominate tickets for both, resolve 
themselves into an oligarchy of bosses, 
divide the Swag and rule the town unham- 
pered by any pledge or serious respohsi- 
bility. 

An independent organization of the vot- 
ers of both parties against these bosses and 
their tickets, isthe only redemption for 
municipal government by the people.

THE RIGHTS OF ADVERTISERS. 


In pressing the adoption of the sugges- 
tion of a prominent merchant, that the 
local newspapers should permit a commit- 
tee of business men to examine their books 
and report, their actual circulations, the 
Post-DIsPATCH is merely insisting that ad- 
vertisers receive the fair treatment to 
which they are entitled.

Their books and records will 
be submitted to any committee of mer- 
chants charged with the task of investi- 
gating tem for the purpose of discovering 
their actual circulations. In the interest 
of St. Louis merchants, who expend large 
sums of money for advertising, we insist 
that this honest basis should be adopted 
by every newspaper in thiscity. We pro- 
pose to have the circulation facts made 
public. 


THERE was every good reason in the 
world why the city in which SHERMAN is 
buried should honor the memory of the 
great. soldier with an appropriate monu- 
ment, but it looks very much as if any 
possible effort in that direction had been 
frustrated by the folly of the City Hall 
movement.

A Warning to Possible Writers of Soft 
Love Letters. 
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HELEN SMITH’S SILLY EPISTLES WERE 
PUBLISHED AND SHE WAS CHURCHED. 


But She Managed to Turn the Tables on 
the Man Who Betrayed Her Confidence 
—West Roxbury, Mass., Sees a Beauti- 

_ful Sensation Come to an End- Two 
h Trials. 


Boston, March 7.— Helen Smith is once 
more @ member in good standing of the West 
Roxbury Evangelical Church. . She was tried 
for unbecoming conduct and was found not 
guilty. Miss Smith is the daughter of a 
wealthy organ manufacturer (said to be a 
million&ire) and the charges arose out of her 
relations with Henry W. French, a West 

bury lecturer. When Miss Smith was in 
pe French wrote o her. He received no 
replies to his letters charging that her 
relatives had intercepted his letters to her or 
hers to him he raised a tremendous 
row. The matter became public and 
Miss Smith’s relatives charged 
French with annoying and persecuting 
her with expressions of his love tor her after 
she had repeatedly rejected his addresses. 
French then said that Miss Smith was his 
wife, that they had been married secretly be- 
fore her departure for Europe. She cabled a 
positive denial of this, and her relatives 
denied that she had even engaged her- 
self to marry him. His reply to this was the 
publication of some unusually soft love letters 
he had received from her. Subsequently Miss 
Smith returned from Europe and denied in 
person the secret marriage French claimed. 
French was a member of the Evangelical 
Church and was bounced therefrom. 

Miss Smith’s trial was delayed until this 
week for several reasons. French was al- 
lowed to doe present but made no 
statement, The evidence was in written 
statements from Miss Smith, her mother and 
Miss Eastman, Helen’s cousin and room- 
mate. When these were submitted the con- 
gregation voted to acquit the girl. Her state- 
ment was as foliows: 

MISS SMITH’S STORY. 

„1 first met Mr. French at a church 
sociable in November, 1888, but I saw 
nothing more of him till the following ' 
autumn. About the ist of December, 1889, he 
made me an offer of marriage, which I de- 
clmed. This refusal seemed to depress him 
very much, and on several occasions he ex- 
pressed his intention of moving away from 
West Roxbury on accogntof it. On Christ- 
mas Eve he again referred to the matter, and 
with like results. 

was greatly interested in church work, 
and he became interested in religion. He 
told me the story of his life, which, to use his 
own words, was ‘crowded with bitterness 
since, when only 15 years old, I had to leave 
my home.’ My pity increased my interest in 
him, and, after several conversations with 
him on religious matters, ft was a great sat- 
isfaction to me that he united with the church 
on the ist of January. I was fascinated by 
his charming manners and brilliant conver- 
sation. He was assiduous in his attention to 
me, and we became engaged Jan. 18, 1890. 

Later on the difference in our tastes and 
habits, the discrepancy in our ages, the con- 
sciousness that hardly any of my friends ap- 
proved of the engagement anda growing 
feeling that Idid not love himenough to 
marry him, led me to break the engagement 
in May. 

The next day after it was broken he called 
at the house, saying that he had neither eaten 
nor slept and begging me not to cast him off. 
With tearsin his eyeshe appealed to my 
mother for help, and her pity for him was 
such that she finally used her influence in his 
behalf and the engagment was renewed. 

WITH AN EYE TO SKEKELS. 

Some time in September Mr. French sent 
me a letter with a request thatI should give 
it to my father, in which he stated that 
when he was engaged to mehe supposed 
that I should ‘have a fortune down’ at the 
time of my marriage, but that he had learned 
that whatever money I was to receive would 
come at my father’s death and not at my 
marriage. The spirit of the whole letter was 
a complaint that he had not known this fact 
before. I showed the letter to Miss Eastman, 
a relative of the family, who was visiting us, 
and she advised returning it, lest showing it 
to my father might cause him to have a still 
poorer opinion of Mr. French than he had al- 


to Mr. French. My father had never ap- 
proved of the engagement, but he had shown 
his disapproval more by his reticence than by | 
positive opposition. About the time I re- 
ceived and returned this letter I hada very 
frank talk with him, in which he suggested 
that if I were Dound to marry Mr. French he 
should prefer to Mave the wedding take 
place within a few months. 

‘*] reported this to Mr. French and added 
that I presumed I would be disinherited. He 
seemed stunned by the suggestion and I 
asked him why he hesitated—if he did not 
love me enough to marry me on those con- 
ditions. He replied that it was ‘rough on a 
fellow to spring it on himt way, and 
that while he could not take me den he pre- 
ferred to wait until he could get something 
ahead. Arterward, m an interview at my 
father’s house, when asked why he did not 
marry me when he hada chance, he replied 
that he did not feel like taking the responsi- 
bility upon himself of bringing a girl from 
such ahome down to share his unalloyed 
economy. 

»The engagement was finally broken, Sept. 
26; it had been more or less stormy from the 
first. There were times when 1 really be- 
lieved that I loved him enough to marry him, 
and I frankly told him so. I know now that I 
did not. I also wrote him affectionate letters, 
some of which he has lately published; this, 
notwithstanding his solemn assertion before 
I left home that he had returned every letter 
of mine that was in his Rg ey yen at the 
same time weeping to th that I could fora 
moment question his word In the matter. 

His allegations that there was ever a 
secret marriage between us ot any kind or 
description are absolutely false. He urged 
me on three different occasions to consent to 
one, that I might put it beyond the power of 
my parents to break the engagement, which 
I peremptorily refused to do. The last of 
these occasions was as late as July 24. So far 
as I can learn, he never claimed to any one 
tillafter I was out of the country that there 
had been a secret marriage between us.

The five letters 
he referred to were some that I had: written 
to him, and the underlined sentences were 
those which he considered more affectionate 
than the others. At this time he had not re- 
turned the correspondence. I had promised 
him that if I found after going abroad I really 
loved him, I would write to him on the Ist of 
January. I also promised to write him a 
letter on my arrival in London, which 
promise I kept, and that letter has been pub- 
lished. 

Before I left home Mr. French made sev- 
eral threats of revenge in case I remained 
firm in my decision. These threats were di- 
rected against me and the members of my 
family. Iam informed that on the day after 
I sailed (Oct. 1) he asked for an interview 
with my father, which was appointed by let 
ter for Oct. 14, and that the interview ended 
by Mr. French withdrawing in great anger 
from the house. He thereupon wrote me 
the following letter, from which I omit two 
names:

MY DEAR HELEN—After being an unwilling .

went away I acted upon a letter received from your 
father and went to the house at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon. He positively denied that he ever said, 
or in any way suggested, that if you married me you

What does it all mean, 
I am perplexed almost beyond any such 
thing as patience, and the Evil Une seems ng at 
every nerve to make me abandon ee promise I 
have made. I did not mean to write, and surely shall 
not again unless in response to you, but if you can, 
please show me that you have not been humbugging 
me. Iam far more ready to believe you than any- 
thing 1 — you. but in this horrible night human 

nature is howling to me for revenge. HABRY. 


plainly showing him that I no longer cared 
tor him and denying his insinuation that 1 
had deceived him as to my father’s attitude 
in the matter; and so faras Iwas concerned 
that closed the correspondence between us. 
When he received this letter he immediately 
began to carry his scheme of ‘revenge’ into 
execution. For one thing, he wrote mea 
long letter in which he claimed, for the first 
time to me, that we were ever married. 
This letter was sent to my father, unsealed 
and with a request to read it and forward it 
tome. It is in language unfit to be read, 
much less published. I have receiv three 
other letters from him since then, of the 
same tenor except, if possible, more virulent, 
and these I have ignored. 

In conclusion, I do solemnly affirm that 
there never was a secret marriage of any 
kind between Mr. French and myself; that 
I never cohabited with him, and that there 
were never any improper relations between 
us.

QUEER PROCEEDINGS. 


An Attorney’s.Action Oriticised in a Jus- 
tice’s Court. 


The peculiar proceedings of E. Daniels, an 
attorney, were brought to light by a case 
tried in Justice Patrick Kane’s Court this 
afternoon. Six months ago H. Merandon sold 
to Fred Brodbeck a saloon for $450, payment 
being taken for $400 of the amount in 
notes, the same being drawn up by Dan- 
iels, payable in six, twelve and eigtiteen 
months.

Merandon, upon default of the 
payment of the first note brought suit, and 
Daniels, as attorney for Tuckings, took 
steps as interpleader, on the ground that 
Tuckings owned the saloon by virtue of his 
chattel mortgage. Justice Kane held that 
Tuckings did not have a cause of action, and 
intimated that the evidence showed a very 
peculiar state of affairs. Merandon’s action 
against Broadbeck is yet to be tried.

MERCHANTS AND PROPERTY-OWNERS 
GIVEN JUST CAUSE FOR INDIGNATION. 


An Arbitrary Stand Taken in the Face of a 
Plea by Prominent Citizens—How It 
Works—A Dark Outlook in Sh a, 
Aftairs—Want to Dock the Company— 
How the Machine Works. 


One obstinate man with a purposeof his 
own to serve is blocking a public measure in 
which thousands of people are interested, 
and to which there is to-day no opposition 
save that of this single committeeman. Mr. 
George Grassmuck, chairman of the House of 
Delegates Committee on Railroads, and who 
appears on the Republican list of nomina; 


tions for the Council, has seen fit in the face 


ofa representative gathering to biock the 
bill providing for the erection of the. Mer- 
chdnts’ Terminal Depot, and held it 
back, leaving it in danger of 
going over with the session. Some months 
ago the Merchants Terminal Railroad Co. 
introduced a bill known as Council bill. No. 
182. This bin granted the privilege of rum 
ning a switch track into the property on 
Broadway and O’Fallon street, known as the 
Round-top Market. When it became gener- 
ally known that a switch was to be run across 
Third street the tradesmen and property 
owners in the netghborhood rose up and de- 
nounced the thing asan imposition anda 
grab. Committees were organized and the 
measure fought on systematic lines. The op- 
position carried its point, and Maj. C. O. 
Rainwater, President of the road, with- 
drew the bill and at the same time 
stated that it had been the intention to bulld . 
there a first-class depot, and that the inten- 
tion had never been to use the ground for 
yards in which to keep the cars. Then it 
dawned upon the people that they were fight- 
ing a good thing, and the opposition dis- 
solved like a fog before the sun. Those who 
had been in sympathy with the measure or- 
ganized, and in the Council anew Dill was 
constructed by the committee. This bill was 
introduced with the consent of the company, 
and a promise from them that the right thing 
would be done. og

MERCHANTS IGNORED. 

In support of this measure a petition has 
been drawn up and presented which bore the 
names of nearly all the property owners and 
merchants witht a radius of several blocks. 
This petition, when before the Council, cov- 
ered the entire length of the reporters’ table 
in the Council Chamber, which is about 
twenty feetlong. The bill when in the Coun- 
cil was carefully gone over and corrected and 
then passed without any unnecessary delay. 
Then it got into the House of Delegates, and 
then into the clutches of Grassmuck. Time 
after time have the officers of the road and the 
friends of the bill, applied to this potentate 
asking him to bring the bill up in committee 
and give those interested in it a hearing. He 
has refused to do this. Yesterday a large del- 
egation of some ofthe best business men in 
St. Louis went to the House of Delegates to 
try to move the bill. They were practically 
ignored. The only answer they could get 
from Committeeman Grassmuck was that he 
understood there was opposition and he 
wanted to give the opposition a fair chance. 
Switch bills and other matters were taken up, 
but the Merchants’ Terminal bill was never 
touched. The committee of citizens finally 
secureda promise from the committeeman 
that they would be allowed a hearing on next 
Tuesday. 

This is not the first time that this thing has 
been done by Mr. Grassmuck to serve his own 
interests. The Union Depot projectors had 
the same difficulties and on several other oc- 
casions the same obstacle has been encoun- 
tered. Mr. Grassmuck now wants togo to 
the Council where he can apply his tactics 
with more facility.

‘The Story of a Ruined Home Which Dates 
From the Chicago Knights Templar 
Conclave of 1888-—-A Prominent and 


Scandal. 


New Yorxk, March 27.—After eight years’ 
fruitiess search, which took him into many 
States and cost him a handsome fortune, 
William C. Lincoln, once a prosperous mem- 
ber of the Chicago Board of Trade, has at 
last succeeded, as he claims, in runningdown 
the betrayer of his young and handsome wife 
and the destroyer of his home and happiness. 
He says the villian is a prominent and 
wealthy merchant of New York, witha pala- 
tial home in Great Neck, where he resides 
with his family, one of whom is a beautiful 
daughter, recently married. 

Mr. Lincoln arrived in this city about five 
weeks ago. He put up at the Coleman House, 
the proprietor of which, Mr. Pearson, was 
an old friendand comrade of his out in San 
Francisco fifteen or twenty years ago. He 
came, he said, for the purpose of meeting his 
enemy and settling the affair in the true 
Western style—at the point of the deadly six- 
shooter—and, it is said. he went so far as to 
make the attempt to do so, but was pre- 
vented by cooler heads, who convinced him 
that that kind of justice might do out West, 
but was decidedly . here. 

MR. LINCOLN’S STORY. 

According to the story told by Mr. Lincoln, 
who is a man of fine presence, about 5 years 
of age, he went from San Francisco to Chica- 
go about fifteen vears ago. In San Francisco 
he was a prosperous business man and

amassed quite a fortune. In this he is cor- 


roborated by Mr. Pearson, who says he was 
all this and more, highly respected and 
prominent in the commercial affairs of the 
city. Mr. Pearson knew him intimately, as 
he lived atthat gentleman’s hotel for years. 
In Chicago Mr. Lincoln went into the broker- 
business and was prominent on the Board 
Trade. He lived in fine style. He married 
a beautiful young girl, daughter of a promi- 
nent Chicago family. She had been in a con- 
vent school and was unfamiliar with society 
when he made her his wife at the age of 19, 
in 1880. He was more than twice her age. 
They had two children, 

Mr. Lincoln is a thirty-second degree mason, 
and in 1888 there was a grand Masonic con- 
clave in Chicago. The city was full of Masons, 
and as Mr. Lincoln was onthe committee of 
entertainment he was compeiled to give up 
much of his time to the entertainment of the 
guests. Among the friends of Mr. Lincoln 
was one manin whom he had the greatest 
confidence, both in business and social mat- 
ters. One afternoon, he claims, his wife, 
then only 21 years old, went out and was in- 
duced by his friend to go and take a ride with 
himin a carriage. They visited what the 
wife at first thought was a restaurant, but it 
turned outto be a disreputable house. The 
wife returned to her husband in a state of 
maudlin intoxication. The husband taxed 
her on the spot with infidelity, ‘ but 
she denied any wrong 
said she had simply been out 
with some friend. She became wilder and 
less careful of the covenances, until in 1885 a 
divorce resulted, andthe husband, who all 
along had been spending, money and losing 
ground in his business, continued the search 
for his wife’s betrayer, swearing that if he 
ever came face to face with him one of them 
would have to die. Once he succeeded in 
finding the man, ashe supposed, but when 
he taxed him with it the man made a denial 
and asked to face his wife. They were 
brought face to face and the result was that 
the husband found that he gad been spending 
years in hunting down the wrong man. 

THE RECONCILIATION. 

Three years ago Lincoln, at the repeated 
prayers of his wife, decided totake her back 
for the sake of his two children on the one 
condition that he should be told the name of 
the man who had wrecked his happiness, de- 
bauched his wife and caused him to lose his 
fortune. The wife promised to do 80 
and they were remarried. She then told him 
the name ofthe man, Investigation proved 
that shortly subsequent to the Masonic Con- 
clave in 18898 this man had left Chicago and 
no traces could be found of him. There was 
absolutely nothing to indicate where the m 
had gone, and large sums were spent in 
ning down false clews. Once, he says, 
metthe man whohadonce been his frien 
on the streets of Chicago, and there woul 
have been a murder of the kind which is held 
justifiable in the West, but for the fact that 
the alleged betrayer made his escape through 
a large crowd, and the injured husband 
would not shoot for fear of injuring some in- 
nocent person. Until then he did not know 
that his man was alive. Lincoln was pos- 
sessed of tndomitable energy, however, and 
he thought if the destroyer of his happiness 
had ventured to Chicago once he might do so

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THEY HAVE A PLAN. 


Ingenious· Scheme of the Pool · Sellers to 
Evade the Law. 


OUTSIDE RACES TO BE COUNTERFEITED 
HERE BY LOCAL PLUGS. 


The Pool-Room Keepers Are Also Confi- 
dent of Having the Stone Law Declared 
Unoconstitutional—Dilemma of the New 
Jersey Tracks —Slavin’s Advertising 
Bluff—Sporting News. 


Local pool-room keepers have determined 
upor? how they shall fight the Stone pool Dill 
which passed the Legislature and will soon 
become a law. It is similar to the Tennessee 
law and prohibits the sale of pools except 
while race meetings are in progress within 
the State and then only permits 
pools to be sold on those particular races. No 
pools can at any time be sold on any 
races run outside the State. Thus, while not 
stipulating that pools can be Sold only on 
race tracks, this was intended to be tne 
practical effect of the bill, as pool rooms can- 
not afford to open and run only during race 
meetings held in the State, and sell only on 
these particular races, and remain closed for 
the remainder of the year. This Tennessee 
law is about the only one adopted by various 
States to restrict pool selling, which has 
stood the test and which the pool rooms 
have not been able to have 
the courts declare unconstitutional, 
The St. Louis pool- room keepers hope, how- 
ever, to have the law knocked Out here. 
Their scheme isto have every pool-room in 
the city, except Furber’s, close when the law 
goes into effect. It is known that Chief of 
Police Harrigan has no sympathy with the 
pool- rooms, and he will lose no time in ar- 
resting the proprietors of Furber’s. Then a 
test case is to be made, and the pool-room 
men seem extremely confident that when 
the case comes before Judge Claiborne 
of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion he will declare the law 
unconstitutional. The State might take an 
appeal in a roundabout way, as was done in 
the Sunday law cases hen Judge Noonan 
declared the law unconstitutional and the 
State Supreme Court held differently. There 
is no direct appeal forthe State, however, 
and it will take some time by the process 
adopted in the Sunday law cases to get a 
decision from'the State Supreme Court, and 
in the meantime the pool rooms could thrive 
and flourish. 

A very ingenious scheme and one which if 
carried out may give the authorities consid- 
erable trouble in enforcing the law has been 
devised by the pool rooms. It isto build a 
small, cheap track in thecity and run a lot 
ot old plugs out there. This track is to be 
connected with the pool rooms by wire and 
the rooms are to receive telegraphic reports 
as at present from the race tracks all over the 
country. The plugs at the local track 
are to be run under the names of the 
horses which start in the races else- 
where, and while the bets will be theoret- 
ically made on the local races, the rooms will 
in reality be selling pools on races run in 
every section of the country. Of course the 
horses at the local track win have to be run 
s0 as to tally with ſthe results of the races 
run at Chicago, Gravesend, Morris Park 
or wherever the genuine race takes place. 
Thus when the Suburban Handicap is run in 
the East the local track will probably have 
among its starters for its race a number of 
broken-down street-cdar horses labelled as 
Tenny, Firenzi, Kingston, Raceland, Tourna- 
ment, Potomac, Bolero, Burlington and so 
on. These same cracks“ may be started 
here the next day as Gray Eagie, Healey 
John, Roley Boley, Sam Lazarus anda lot of 
other old selling platers. Of course no jockey 
will be ruled off this pool-room track for 
pulling his mount, and shoulder any of the old 
skates manage to run away and finish in the 

order, they can easily be set back by 
the judges on a claim of foul and the horses 
placed as they should be to tally with the re- 
sult of the genuine race runon some other 
track. It could even be arranged that there 
should be no way of distinguishing one horse 
from another at the local pool room track un- 
til the judges posted the winners. There is 
no law enforcable in the courts to prohibit 
men calling their horses whatever names 
they please or from changing the name of the 
animals as frequently as they choose. It 
might be found that the pool-rooms were 
sticking up the results ofthe local races be- 
fore they wererun as the races elsewhere 
willhave to take place before it can be 
known how the horses are to finish here. This 
discrepancy in time can be obviated, how- 
ever, by holding back the resuit of the race 
atthe rooms untilafter the local track has 
been given it’s cue how to let the horses un- 
ish and has notified the rooms 
that the race has been run. 
There is no law to prevent rooms posting up 
the entries for the various races at the differ- 
ent tracks, so that their patrons would know 
exactly where the event on which they were 
betting was being run and what race it was, 
while their money was nominally placed on 
the local race. It is certainly a novel scheme 
and it will be readily seen how extremely 
dificult it will be to obtain a conviction 
agu inst the rooms with a track of that kind 
in operation. 

THE NEW JERSEY TRACKS. 

NEW York, March 27.—Racing men of all de- 
grees are still deeply stirred over the compli- 
cations which have arisen through the fail- 
ure of the bills legalizing betting on the New 
Jersey race tracks. Mr. Withers was con- 
firred to his room yesterday, suffering from a 
severe attack of the grip.

BROKER SILVER’S BOLD METHODS AS 
A FINANCIER.

Beginning as a Bootblack He Now Writes 
Checks With Big Figures—Where 
Much of the Money of the Wrecked 
Bank Went—Hiding in Jersey—Other 
Failures. 


New Yor«, March 27.—Ferdinand Ward will 
be out of Sing Sing in a year orso. James D. 
Fish is already out of Auburn. Pellis in Sing 
Sing to keep company with Ward. Gen. 
Claasen has been sentenced to the neniten- 
tiary. James A. Simmons has been convicted 
of embezzlement. Ward and Pell knew each 
other well in Wall street. Pell. Olaasen, 
Simmons and John 8. Silver, the hero of the 
Washington National Bank failure, were all 


acquaintances, to say the least. Silver of- 


fered himselfon Pell’s bond when Pell was 
arrested, The court obje ed to the collat- 
eral Silver offered and he did not qualify. 
Mr. Silver’s way of getting a bank’s money 
away from it by honeyfugling the President, 
obtaining astounding loans on tue shabbiest 
collateral, and relying on the negligence and 
inattention of the directors, might very well 
have been imitated from his fllustrious pre- 
decessors. The American Loan & Trust Oo. 
has now in its vaults securities ofthe East & 
West Alabama road, an enterprise partly 
projected by Silver and floated by Pell. 
Some of these securities figured. prominently 
in the troubles of the Sixth National, the 
Lennox Hill and the Equitable banks. Silver 
was an executive director in the American 
Loan & Trust Co. and now owes the concern 
$175,000, part of the collateral for which is se- 
curities of the East & West Alabama. 


SILVER’S INDEBTEDNESS. 

Silver’s indebtedness to the Washington 
National by the latest discovery of National 
Bank Examiner Hepburn yesterday was 
swelled by $78,000, the security for which con- 
sists partly of the bonds of the railroads and 
corporations with @which Pell, Claasen, 
Simmons and Silver have been fa- 
miliar. As the bank’s capftal all told is 
impaired a few dollars over $148,000 it will 
be readily opserved that Silver 18 
responsible for ttleover half, Mr. Edward 
Kelly of the ing-house of Eugene Kelly 
& Co. was amused yesterday over the state- 
ments of Silver’s relatives and friends that 
they knew nothing of his whereabouts. Mr. 
Kelly says that Silver darted into their bank- 
ing-house on Wednesday with a draft for 
$5,000 and wanted it cashed. It was one of 
those famous drafts for future collection from 
irresponsible parties similar to those found 
by Receiver J. Edward Simmons when he took 
charge of the American Loan & Trust Co.’s 
affairs. Mr. Simmons, it will be recalied, 
promptly called on Silver to pay these drafts. 
They amounted to $13,500, and Sjlver took 
them up with a check obtained through Pres- 
ident Sherman of the Washington Bank. 
Young Mr. Kelly refused peremptorily to 
cash the draft. His father’s firm had 
dealings with Pell and Silver when they 
first started into get rid of the East and West 
Alabama securities. Mr. Kelly says that Pell 
and Silver still owe the firm the loans ad- 
vanced at the time on these securities. In 
fact, the firm thought it advisable to assume 
entire charge of the road in order to get out 
scot free. Besides the East and West Ala- 
bamy collateral taken at the time there was 
a batch of the bonds ofthe Rome and Deca- 
tur. Pell and Silver also offered on that in- 
teresting occasion an armful of the secorities 
ofthe North Carolina Construction Co., but 
these were refused. Young Mr. Kelly added 
that when Silver learned that his draft for 
$5,000 would not be cashed he begged the firm 
not to push him onthe other loans and de- 
parted. 

OUT OF THE WAY IN JERSEY. 

Suver's lawyer says his client will be 
on hand to make a statement to-day. Silver’s 
brother has him in tow in New Jersey. If 
criminal proceedings are begun, not even 
Connecticut would be a safe refuge from a 
charge brought by the National 
Banking authorities. It is said 
that Silver had a consultation 
with his lawyer yesterday and that several 
others were present. Silver, itis sald, was 
anxious to obtain funds to take up his loans 
with the Washington National and Mr. Sher- 
man was equally concerned in his success. 
Mr. Sherman subsequently had a conference 
with Lord, Day & Lord. Sherman has known 
Silver since Silver was a bootbiack in Ston- 
ington. Sherman was then a teller in the 
Bank of the State of New York and passed 
his summers in Stonington. Silver developed 
shrewdness and started out in a larger way. 
He drifted to New York and later on formed 
the acquaintance of Pell and others. Sher- 
man’s wife is a niece of Mrs. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt and Mr. Vanderbilt subscribed for 
some of the stock of the Washington National 
when Mr. Sherman projected the enterprise. 

It was learned that Silver’ has obtained 
loans from halfa dozen banks, notably from 
the Bank ofthe Republic in Fort Sherman, 
Wall street and Broadway. President John 
Jay Knox declines to discuss the matter. 
Silver secured most of his loans from the 
banks,.it is said, by controlling a few shares 
of the stock of the various banks. It is said 
that most of the shares were bought in margin 
from various brokers on the stock exchange, 
but people in the street say that the certifi- 
cates would not have been turned over-to 
Silver unless the brokers were to participate 
in the profits of Silver’s dealings with the 


banks. 
AT WORK ON THE BOOKS. 

Bank Examiner Hepburn is still at work 
over the books of the Washington National 
Bank. The clerks of the institution are still 
at their desks. 

Mr. Hepburn said this morning that there 
were no new developments but he would 
probably have a statement ready at 8 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

It is stated that the directors will have a 
meeting to see if anything can be done to re- 
organize the Institution.

accrye under the agreement. Secretary 
Foster is a stockholder in the road to the ex- 
tent of $99,000. 

Receiver Brown said that Secretary Foster 
was associated with the Brice-Thomas syndt- 
cate in most of his railroad transactions and 

ibly his objection to the lease of the 
Jackson & Mackinaw road to the C., H. & D. 
was because Messrs. Thomas and Brice were 
opposed to it. 

Does the Lake Erie & Western Railroad

THE CROSS MANDAMUS. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 27.—The su-

SILVER IN NEVADA. 


Great Increase in Output That Will Follow 
Free Coinage. 

Last night H. G. Wright of Virginia City, 
Nev., arrived in the city and is at the Lin- 
dell. The question of free coinage is the 
one absorbing topic of @iscussion in Nevada 
at present,’’ said Mr. Wright, ‘‘and ifa free 
‘coinage plank is put in the Democratic plat - 
form Nevada will surely cast its vote on that 
side, that is of course supposing that the Re- 
publican party does not pronounce in favor 
of free coinage. I have just been in Ool- 
orado, and was assured by men of both par- 
ties that the political complexion of that 
State depended upon the course taken by 
the national conventions in regard to free 
coinage. The drift is all toward the Democ- 
racy. Men who are not familiar with the 
mining situation do not understand the im- 
mense effect that even a small advance in the 
price of silver will have on the output of 
the silver States. An advance of ® cents an 
ounce would be very likely to put Nevada 
again in the front as a silver producing 
State, a position that she has not occupied 
for many years. Nevada mines are peculiar 
in one respect, and it has operated greatly to 
the disadvantage of the State. 
Our silver bearing lodes are large, 
and carry an immense amount of 
metal, but as a rule they are of low grade. 
When silver is high we can turn out almost 
any amount ofit, but at present prices fully 
95 per cent of the mines are idle, because the 
cost of production exceeds by a very little 
the pricé obtained for the silver. Fully three - 
quarters of the mines that have been shut 
down would be reopened if a permanent ad- 
vance of 15 cents an ounce in the price of 
silver could be assured, and if we could have 
412% grains of silver coined into a 
dollar the output of the State would 
be increased at least tenfold. In no 
part of the world is the cost of production so 
close to the market value of silver, and as it 
happens the difference has been just on the 
wrong side. But if the price of silver is 
raised, nota mill in Nevada will be idle and 
more will be required to handle the ore. 
There are hundreds of old dumps, with tens 
of thousands of tons of ore, that will be very 
valuable ifa coinage bill is passed. It has 
not paid to send this ore to the mill at the 
rates that have prevailed during recent 
years, but with free coinage, nearly all can 
be profitably handled, The present silver out- 
put of Nevada is no guide whatever 
to what it will be, as nearly all the mines 
contain great bodies oflow grade ore that 
just falls to yield a profit. A free coinage 
bill is the only salvation for Nevada, as min- 
ing is our only industry worth mentioning, 
and the State will be found on the side ofthe 
party that advances its interests. 


A FOREIGN EXPERT. 


A Berlin Official’s Views on the City Gov- 
ernment. 


Rudolph Wtiderman of Berlin, who has been 
visiting friends in the city for several weeks 
past, said in conversation with a representa- 
tive of the PosT-DISPATCH: ‘‘I have been 
making quite a study of your system of 
municipal government, as I was for four 
years a member of the City Council of Berlin, 
and have always taken great interest in such 
affairs. The system of holdover appointees 
is one that seems to me to be excellent, and 
we could copy it with profit. We liave some 
features in our municipal management that 
would probably be popular here. In our 
opinion we have solved the question as to 
property representation and wuniversal 
suffrage in a manner that is satisfactory to 
all, at least it has worked well, and there 
have been very few complaints. Our city 
government is divided into four 
classes, each composed of an equal number 
ofmen. The tax Usts are examined and the 
largest taxpayers, those who pay a quarter 
of thacity taxes, are Usted. These men are 
electors pri to choose a quarter of the 
memters of the city government. The 
next set is composed of the taxpayers 
who pay less than those of the first-class, 
but who, combined with these, pay half the

WANT BETTER WAGES. 


PETITION OF THE EMPLOYES OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD. 


Threatened Strikes on Other Lines—Action 
of Chicago Carpenters—Special Legisla- 
tion Asked—Lake Seamen in Council— 
Distress in the Coke Region. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 27.—The em- 
ployes fof the New York division of the Penn- 
sylvania Rallroad are signing a petition ask 
ing that their wages be increased nearly 15 
per cent, and when all the sig- 
natures have been secured the . pe- 
tition will be. presented to General 
Manager Pugh direct, Theordinary way in 
which any communication reaches the Gen- 
eral Manager would be through Superin- 
tendent Joseph Crawford, but this time the 
men don’t intend to ask for an increase 
through any intermediate channel. 

The firemen onthe same branch, who are 
nearly all members of the Brotherhood of 
Firemen, have also presented a petition 
asking for an increase which will make their 
pay $2.25 fora roundtrip: Neither petition is 
so worded as to convey the idea that a strike 
will ensue in case the company does not 
grant the requests. 


LAKE SEAMEN’S WAGES. 

CHICAGO, III., March 27.—The Lake Seamen’s 
Benevolent Association held its annual elec- 
tion of officers last night. A vote was also 
taken on the question as to the wage sched- 
ules for the comiag season. The result was 
unanimously in favor of demanding $2a day 
from the opening of navigation till the end of 
the fair weather season, the rate to be ar- 
ranged later on for the last months of the 
season, in which better wages are usually 
paid, owing to the dangerous nature of the 
work. Officers voted for last night were Port 
Agents, General, Secretary and delegates to 
the International convention. Voting took 
place last evening in eleven ports for these 
officers. 


CHICAGO CARPENTERS. 

CHICAGO, III., March 27.—A final settlement 
of the long dispute between the boss carpen- 
ters and the journeymen Was reached last 
evening when thetwo associations met and 
ratified the agreement signed on Saturday 
last by the Joint Conference Committee. 
The United Carpenters’ Council met last 
night and the agreement was gone over 
clausé by clause, each receiving careful con- 
sideration. The committee that Signed the 
agreement was in attendance and explained 
in detail the reasons that led to the adoption 
of the old different propositions. 

A mass-meeting of the carpenters of the 
city will be held at Battery D on Sunday, 
when the agreement will receive formal and 
final ratification. Several prominent citizens 
will speak on the occasion. | 


MASTER WORKMAN HUGHES. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 27.—Gov. Pattison 
has decided to issue writs for the extradition 
of James Hughes, Master Workman for the 
Assembly of Garment Cutters, who is wanted 
at Rochester, N. I., on charges of extortion 
and conspiracy made by L. Ad er Bros: & Oo. 
ofthat city. The Governor says that the 
papers from Gov. Hill asking for the extradi- 
tion of Hughes were in proper form and there 
remained no other course for him to pursue 
than to issue the writs. The application for 
extradition on the charge of conspiracy was 
received by the Governor after the hearing 
on the first application for extortion. The 
writs will be issued to-morrow. 


TROUBLES IN THE COKE REGION. 
SCOTTDALE, Pa., March 27.—The Frick and 
McClure companies have posted the sliding 
scale and ten out of seventeen coke works 
have resumed operations. The labor agi 
tators are dismayed at the disorganization of 
the men and are holding mass meetings to 
prevent them from returning to work. The 
strikers drove the operators away from 
the Leiserning works and several of them 
were slightly hurt.

AFTER SPECIAL LEGISLATION. 


GLUCOSE WORKS WILL CLOSE. 


One Effect of the Change in the Tariff on 
Sugar. 

The anticipated decline of 2 cents a pound 
in the price of sugar on April 1 has caused no 
little consternationamong the manufacturers 
of glucose in the country, and is also re- 
regarded with anxfety by f s who are 
engaged jn raising corn, as it will in all 
probability cause heavy losses to both. The 
glucose men are naturally the ones most af- 
fected, and the probabilities are that fully 
three-fourths of the factories 
close down in case the price of corn 
remains at present figures or anywhere 
near them. The manufacture of glucose 
has been increasing during the last five years 
with remarkable rapidity, and so keen has 
been the competition that present rates 
yield only small profitto the manufacturer. 
The use of glucose has grown on account of 
the high price of sugar, for which in many 
branches of industry itis.afair substitute, 
but one that would not be selected were it not 
for its lower cost. In syrups, many kinds of 
candy, sweetenings of various sorts, and sim- 
Uar lines glucose has been used of late years 
in place of sugar. With the decline in sugar 
this substitution will largely cease, unless 
there a corresponding 
decline price of glucose, 
and under present conditions this is not con- 
sidered possible, at least in a majority of in- 
stances. The price of cornis far above the 
average at this season of the year, and as 
the glucose manufacturers rely mainly upon 
corn as a raw material a reduction in price is 
not possible atthe present time, and those 
acquainted with the condition of affairs say 
that within two months more than halt the 
factories will suspend operations. That in 
St. Louls, one of the largest in the West, will 
not be obliged to do so, for when corn 
was low a large supply was laid in. 
The Venice Elevator was rented and 
is now nearly full of corn. Asthis was bought 
at a low price, the local glucose works will 
meet the competition of cheap sugar. The 
farmers are interested because the cessation 
of this demand is more than likely to have a 
depressing influence on the market. At 
present prices, it is said by receivers and 
shippers, there is no form into which corn 
can be put and made to yield a profit. It does 
not pay to export it, to grind it, or to turn it 
into pork, and if the demand from the glu- 
cose-works ceases it is predicted that a sharp 
decline will take place within a short time. 
A better exemplification of the disturbances 
wrought by any change in the tariff it would 
be difficult tofind, as those who have never 
raised an acre of sugarcane or sorghum find 
thelr crop depreciated in value by the altera- 
tion in the sugar tariff

The defense made a strong point in securing 
an admission from Dr. Miller that if Avery 
had recovered the witness could not have 
been made to believe that he had suffered 
from arsenical poisoning, and that Verdie 
Cunningham's estimony indicating im- 
proper relations between Millington and Mrs. 
Avery had made him change his opinion as 
tothe cause of Avery’s death. The domes- 
tic’s story of the visit of Dillie Millington in 
disguise to Fort Collin’ also 
had its effect in changing his 
mind regarding the evidence of death 
having been caused by arsenical poisoning. 
Witness stated in reply to a leading question 
that it was necessary for a physician to know 
of any suspicious circumstances surrounding 
a patient’s life in diagnosing a case to ascer- 
tain the cause of illness or death. 

„What would have been the character of 
your diagnosis if you had known a motive for 
poisoning?’’ asked Judge Ballard on the re- 
direct examination. Lawyer Thomas sprang 
to his feet and protested vigorously against 
testimony being based on motives, and the 
question was ruled out. Dr. Warren was the 
next witness, testifying that death resulted 
from arsenical poisoning, and was proved by 
the finding of poison in the body. Court then 


adjourned.

GRAIN EXPERTS GLOOMY. 


SAD CONDITION OF AFFAIRS IN THE 
STATE INSPECT@R’S DEPARTMENT. 


Revenues to Be Reduced, Necessitating 
Wholesale Discharges—O’Shea’s Ex- 
periences With Kansas City Wheat-—A 
Vain Appeal to St. Louis. 


The difficulties in which the State grain 
inspectors have been involved for some time 
past seem to be on the increase, and the com- 
plaints are daily becoming more frequent. 
The amount of grain—which has been graded 
as No, 2 red in Kansas City and as hard wheat 
here—has been increased to about eighty car- 
loads, and it is confidently expected that an 
appeal to the latter grading will be sustained 
inthe main. Some of the wheat concerning 
which there is a dispute may be classed as 
No. 8, but it is not considered likely that any 
will pass here as No.2. This is a more seri- 
ous matter to the State inspectors than one 
not acquainted with the situation would real- 

ze. 


" KANSAS HARD WHEAT. 

Not only ts the inspection discredited, but a 
source of income which. had been counted 
upon with confidence has been most seriously 
diminished. When Chief Expert O’Shea took 
charge he recognized the fact that unless 
some addition could be made to the inspec- 
tion fees, that a number of the force under 
his control would have to be discharged. As 
most of the assistants were appointed for 
political reasons, the advisability of avoiding 
such a course is apparent. The story is 
told, and generally believed on Change, 
that when endeavoring to obtain 
his present office O’Shea sought the aid of the 
Kansas City shippers. Kansas Oity had been 
bitterly opposed to the system of State in- 
spection as administered by Burks, and the 
leading shippers and elevator men were at 
first not inclined to look upon his chief deputy 
with any degree of favor. Suddenly their at- 
titude underwent a complete alteration. All 
became warm advocates of O’Shea, and with- 
out their tnfluence it is unlikely that he could 
have been confirmed in the office that he now 
holds. Shortly after he took charge of affairs 
& marked change was observed in the charac- 
ter of the inspection. Under Burks it had been 
bad enough, and wheat that had always be- 
fore been considered as No. 8 came in as No. 
2, but the O’Shea inspection, while better in 
this respect than that of his predecessor in 
office, was singularly favorable to the Kansas 
hard wheat district. A very small amount of 
good wheat mixed with the hard seemed to 
be sufficient to secure its grading as No. 2. 
There was also observable a large increase in 
the shipments from Kansas City, and it has 
been freely asserted that an agreement was 
made between the Kansas City shippers 
and the chief inspector that in return for the 
support of the former, the latter would be 
very generous in judging of the quality of 
hard wheat. 

A TEMPORARY ADVANTAGE. 

To have their hard wheat graded as No. 2 
red ina market with such a reputation for 
grades as St. Louis would be a Godsend to 
Kansas City, and wheat dealers were not 
slow to take advantage of the opportunity. 
Hard wheat that had previously been sent to 
Chicago was shipped to this city, graded as 
No. 2 and fees collected. Fora short time 
the business was flourishing. Kansas City 
received wheat from districts that had pre- 
viously dealt directly with Chicago, and the 
Shipments to St. Louis not only largely in- 
creased in quantity, but were 
of 80 much higher grade than 
usual that the uninitiated were inclined to 
believe thatthe farms in that Aneinty had 
improved in a phenomenal manner. But this 
was soon stopped, millers would not pur- 
chase unless assured by the seller that no 
hard wheat was contained in the grain sold. 
Appeals weretaken and decided against the 
inspectors, and protests were received from 
all parts of the farming districts against a 
system that favored Kansas at the expense of 
Missouri. 

INSPECTORS AT ODDS. 

These causes led to a breach between the 
Kansas City and st. Louis inspectors. Wheat 
passed by the former as No. 2 was 
graded as hard wheat on arriving in 
this city. The reason given for this is 
that a better inspection was necessary m or- 
der to prevent all wheat from being sent east 
ofthe river. The Kansas City shippers were 
indignant at the course of the St. Louls in- 
spectors, and demanded that they conform 
their rulings to those of the experts stationed 
in the former place. Threats of lawsuits pre- 
vented this from being done, and the breach 
between the two branches wascomplete. The 
passage of the grain inspection law by Kansas 
gave the Kansas City receivers a chance to re- 
taliate, and they now declare that as 
far as possible they will handle their grain 
in Kansas City, Kan., thus preventing the 
Missouri inspectors from collecting the fees. 
This charge, coupled with the movement of 
grain to East St. Louis, will most seriously 
cripple the Missouri inspectors, as after April 
ithey can draw no fees from Kansas City, 
Kan. Unless something is done Ne force at 
Kansas City will have to be cutdown to one, 
or at most two men, while the inspection and 
clerical force here will be reduced by more 
than 50 per cent. 

A DESPERATE REMEDY. 
If the East Side inspection could be se- 


cured by O’Shea this might be avoided, and. 


it is the belief of those acquainted with the 
Situation that a desperate attempt will be 
made to secure this. Yesterday three or 
four prominent members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange were approached by men not con- 
nected with the State inspection, but who 
were known to be friendly toit, with the 
purpose of ascertaining whether in return 
for a practical control of the appointments of 
imspectors in this city the Board of Directors 
would be willing to authorize State inspec- 
tion on the East side. The replies received 
were not encouraging. Although the disad- 
vantages of a double inspection are recog- 
nized, receivers are not willing to allow the 
control of the appointment of inspectors on 
the East side to pass out of their hands, 
remembering their narrow escape 
when Burks was offered the control 
of this branch of the inspection, on condition 
that he secured the services of certain men, 
which he at first agreed to, and at the last 
moment failed to carry out his agreement. 
The Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change is therefore very unlikely to help ex- 
pert O’Shea out of the difficulties in which he 
is involved, and it is reasonably certain that 
April 1 will be celebrated as headsman’s day 
in the office of the Chief Grain Inspector.
